Kditor Ri-;i>rnMC.\N. — Whether 
you acted wisely or unwisely in ad- 
mitting my first article to the columns 
of your paiier, I am unable to say. but 
I do know that in doing so you license 
me to inflict another batch of my un- 
varnished opinions ui>on a much pa- 
tient community. If I could write as 
rapidly ns I think I verily believe that 
many useful thoughts would lie saved 
to the world, which ns it now is, ow- 
ing to my slowness in the use of a pen, 
must be lost forever. So that if these 
thoughts scarce seem worth the read- 
ing you may depend on it, that tho.se 
others which I thought out but which 
1 could not write cpiickly enough 
were very fine indcerl. Uy no means 
mii.st you (question my ability ns a 
thinker, it is only in the writing that 
I fail. If I could employ a .stenogra- 
pher who could put on paper all the 
product of my brain I am quite sure 
I could in a short time make my- 
self notorious, if nothing more. 

I can, ns you will by this time ob- 
.ser\-e, only give you a point here and 
there amid the great mountain range 
of my cogitations. 

I'irst. There has been a great deal 
said about the proposed sale of whis- 
ky in the town of Hartford. Now, 
like most folks in Hartford, I have 
luy opinion about the matter, but in 
e.K]>re.s.siiig that opinion I do not de- 
sire to offend the good people who 
favor ])rohibition. 1 am for saloons 
and I pro)K)se to tell you why. I am 
for .saloons because all the rich and 
more prosperous cities have them 
and they ought to be ojien to the 
young men and boys who are grow- 
ing up so that they will not go to 
them when they are older. The boys 
of Hartford ought to lie allowed to 
visit saloons while they are very 
young and as they grow toward man- 
hood so that when they reach man- 
hood they won't want to go any more. 
They'll have satisfied themselves by 
that time. I'm not much of a lieliev- 
er in Solomon's theory, to bring a 
child up in the way it should go and 
when he is old he will not depart from 
it, but rather I lielieve you should 
bring up the young in the way they 
should not go and when they are old- 
er I think .somehow they will proba- 
bly by chance get in the right way. 

At any rate I think the Ixjys and 
men of Hartfonl ought not to be com- 
jielled when they want a drink to 
sneak off after it like a thief in the 
dark and buy it from some fellow woo 
must violate the law in order to ac- 
commodate them. We are Americans 
and Americans arc noblemen and it 
humbles the pride of a noble man to 
sneak around after a drink. It ought 
to lie found in a saloon at a convenient 
jil.nce alxnit the street corner. A man 
does not like to violate the law; we 
have great respect for the law. we no- 
blemen have, and we dislike to com- 
pel .mother nobleman, just as high- 
minded ns we are, to violate the law 
in order to furnish ns a drink. But 
he is bound by every tie of honor to 
do it, and he docs it. 

I am for the saloon liecause it will 
give the town a considerable amount 
of iiioney in the way of high license. 
The .saloon-keeper will of course make 
a profit, else he would not go into the 
business. So he will lie able to pay a 
high license. I’erhaps even as much 
as all of $1,000. Of course I know all 
those or a majority of the wealthier 
class or rather the well-to-do class 
who drink will keep their liquor at 
their homes, and will only step into 
the saloon for an occasional drink, but 
then there are the Ixiys who will 
drink exclusively at the saloon and so 
will the jioor, from whom, as you 
well know, usually conies the saloon- 
keeper’s jirofit. So you sec the sa- 
loon-keeper can afford to [lay high 
license. 

I am for the saloon because it will 
incre.-ise trade. .Ml restrictions will 
be thrown off and the men who s[)cnd 
their money with the saloon-keeper 
will, of course, for that very reason, 
spend considerably more with the 
merchants lor .supplies for their fami- 
lies.

Among the more than a hundred 
different Congresses to be held during 
the World’s Fair, under the World’s 
Congress Auxilary, the one that 
stands out unique and alone, having 
no precedent in the history of such 
gatherings, will lie the World’s 
Youths' Congress, which will convene 
on July 17, and hold three half-day 
sessions.

America along lines calculated to 
most rapidly develop in them lofty 
sentiments of patriotism and decided 
notions of what constitutes truest cit- 
izenship. 

Delegates to this Congress may be 
either boys or girls, and are drawn 
from the gramiiiar and high 
school grades of the public 
.schools in every county in the Uniteil 
States, though confined to ages be- 
tween thirteen and twenty-one years. 
In Chicago the work was taken up 
with great eiitliusiasin in the schools 
under the recomendation of the Board 
of Flducation, and nearly every school 
already has its delegates enrolled. 
Most of these delegates were chosen 
by an essay contest in the several 
schools, and it was hoped by the 
committee having this Congress in 
charge that the delegates everywhere 
would be chosen this way, but it is

Wurflngpr Ihuucs at FoLyoui street 
fouuil a silver rjnarter, and theivby 
proved that sailors' siijieratitiou is 
not dead yet. The coin was found 
iuilieilded in the end of 11 fender that 
liAil lieeii hoistwl uji on the doek to 
have new inooniig holes iKired. Tliis 
fender is an immense jiine stick that 
originally saiv duty a.s a lowta-mast 
of somo vessel, just what sort of a 
craft, however, ha.» Iki-ii lost in ole 
Bciuity l>y the fact that the old fender 
has lieeu shifpHl so often that the 
oldest wnrfliiger could not call tip its 
origin or first service. It was Ismght, 
as scoi-es of oth(‘rs are, after it had 
lieen comlemiicl ns a mast, and after 
years of banging lietweon ships and 
wbai’ves only the step at the butt einl 
remains to tell that it had ever sup 
ported eanvas. 

Isaacs' find was made in the center 
of tbo step, into the rotten wood of 
which ho was idly lioring with his 
cane. A dozen sailors want.il to se- 
cure the "luck piece," but tbo wharf 
iuger retained it to tempt fortune 
for himself. The custom of planting 
a coin under the mast of a vessel is 
as old ns tbo art of shiiibuilding. lu 
early days it wiw intended to jtropi- 
tiuto the goils of the waters un«l was 
universal umoug all nations. The 
custiim is still iiraetiewl to a eoiisid- 
ernblo extent, and nine vessels out 
of ten afloat today will show a bit of 
minted gold or silver in tbo center of 
tlie step of tho luaininast if search 
lie made. Tlie quarter picked up by 
Isaacs was coiiiwl in 1871 , and s.ave 
for Isniig blitckeued by tho action of 
the salt water was as fresh as the day 
it came from tho mint.— San Fruu- 
eisco Examiner.
